A very 
considerable opposition to the memnre 
has developed and some of the members 
inte r r e d in its passag e fear it will fail 
unless radically amended. 
The princi­ 
pal objection soem* to be raised to the 
tax features of the bill—$ 400 on the 
m anufacturer and $ 40 ou the retailer 
while there appears g eneral unanim ity 
in favor of a bill to compel the branding 
of filled cheese.

DI**oa rag ing Crop Report* From the 
Central Western State* — Number of 
HrikIh Km ployed Slig htly Lessened on 
Aceount of Strike*—Kxport* of W heat 
From Doth Coast*. 


N ew York , April 11.—B raditreet’s 
says: While there is no g eneral in­ 
crease in business there are several en­ 
courag ing features. First, the advance 
in prices of flour, wheat, corn, oats, pork 
and sug ar, tog ether w ith that for steel 
billets and beams and other iron and 
steel products including No. 2 fou idry 
pig and for tinplates. 
The advance in 
wheat has continued so much long er 
than expected that the trade are ag ain 
discussing the liklihood of this being 
the beg inning of the long advance for 
cereals which they believe must come 
after the extreme depression of the past 
few years. Unfavorable crop reports 
from central western states, confirma­ 
tion of previous short crop reports from 
Arg entine and Australia, small supplies 
in Europe and afloat therefor, but above 
all a revival of speculative interests in 
wheat are underneath cereal prices. 
Exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States amount to 1,7*54,000 bushels this 
vveek, compared with 
1,693,000 last 
week. 2,934,000 in the week hist year. 
1,955,005 in the week two years ag o and 
w ith 2,948,000 in the 
corresponding 
week of 1898. 
Indian corn exports 
amount to 1,391,000 bushels this week, 
compared w ith 2,199,000 last week, and 
with 814,000 in the week one year ag o 
and 2,040,000 two jv ars ag o. 
Business failures in the U nited States 
this week number 231. ag ainst 286 last 
week, and 30 for the Dominion of Can­ 
ada, ag ainst 43 last week.

N ew York , April 11.—R. G. Dun A* 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: The 
volume of business has not on the whole 
increased, nor have prices appreciably 
advanced since April 1, when the rang e 
for all commodities was the lowest ever 
known in this country. Breadstuffs and 
iron products have risen slig htly, but 
some other articles have declined and 
the root of the m atter is that demand 
for consumption is still below expect« * 
tions. 
The number of bauds employed 
has been slig htly lessened by strikes in 
some establishments and by stoppag e or 
reduction iu force in others, but th*- 
chang e during the past week has net 
been relatively important. The weather 
has nor favored active distribution of 
spring g oods, and uncertainty n* tocou- 
tmuml employment affects the purchases 
by hands in a larg o number of <*stab- 
liahments. 
Failures for the past week have been 
209 in the United States ag ainst 207 last 
vear, and 88 in C anada ag air>t 2* last 
rear.

HOLMES' CONFESSION.

P h il ad e l p h ia , April II,—The North 
American of this city prints what pur­ 
ports to be sentences from the confes­ 
sion alleg ed to have been made by M ur­ 
derer H. H. Holmes.

thing s the story says: In prefacing the 
confession, which covers in full nearly

newspaper 
pag es 
written in 
Holmes’ own handw riting and detailing 
With a minuteness that is simply at 
time« revolting , the arch m utilator and 
author of 27 murders, as he admits him ­ 
self to be, states with something like 
pathos that he does so simply that he 
may obtain money enoug h to educate 
Ms boy. 
Holmes writes of his blood­ 
curdling atrocities with an abandon that 
simply appals one. 
Not one g rain of remorse seems to 
enter into the construction of that docu­ 
m ent and never for a moment, except 
in two isolated cases—one where he re­ 
fers touching ly to the memory of Minnie 
W illiams and another time, when he 
pathetically speaks of an outrag e ix*r- 
petrated on his boy—does the ie learning 
element pity fig ure iu the ease. 
Reg ret 
is never for a moment expressed, and he 
comes out boldly and without compunc­ 
tion on his v*-ry 
opening w ith the 
statem ent, “I was born with the very 
devil in me.” 
Even now he believes that the evil 
spirit is the g uiding g enius of his des­ 
tiny. 
He believes that he is fully 
under 
the 
spell 
of 
the damned 
and despite 
the 
assertion» 
to 
tho 
contrary, 
that 
he is receiving the 
attention of a minister of God, end 
is g radually becoming imbued with the 
spirit of forg iveness and relig ion, he 
feels that he is lost hopelessly. 
He even 
g oes further. 
He asserts that he is 
g radually chang ing in appearance, in 
fig ure, that his face is becoming dis­ 
torted, and he secs, whether iu the dis­ 
tortion of his bloody imag ination, which 
conjures up hosts of veng eance—calling 
dead, or not, his face assuming the 1< "k, 
the eyes the leer, and the very cars, the 
exact similtude of the picture of Satan 
themselves. 


IN BEHALF OF CUBA. 


M r. C lev clam I Send» In stru ction * to O ar 
M in ister In M adrbL 


W as h in g t o n , April 11.—At last Presi­ 
dent Cleveland has taken action in be­ 
half of Cuba, 
He has made to Spain a 
formal proposition that the g ood offices 
of the U nited States be accepted iu me­ 
diation between that country and her 
rebellious colony in the W est Indies. 
This proposal was made in a cableg ram 
of instructions to our minister iu Madrid, 
Mr. Taylor. 
No diplomatic dispatch of eq ual im ­ 
portance has left 
this capital since 
Secretary Olney’s note to the British 
g overnment on the Venezuela boundary 
q uestion was stmt to Loudon last sum­ 
mer. 
It bring s to a crisis the relations be­ 
tween the United States and Spain, 
which have been unsettled since the 
outbreak of the Cuban resolution.
